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This is a method in line with the in¬ 
terests of the shareholders, for pre¬ 
sumably those sums not paid out as 
dividend will in time increase the 
value of the shares and the shares I 
can then be sold at their current 
value. 

People as members of a co-opera¬ 
tive buy shares in the enterprise to 
make its existence possible. Their 
interest in making money on this in¬ 
vestment is only secondary—and 
quite properly, for dividends on co- 
operative shares are limited and 
share values do not increase. 

But even in the face of these basic 
facts some co-operative finance pro¬ 
grams are based to a considerable 
extent on the retention of surplus- 
(i.e. accumulation of unallocated* 
general reserves). This is doubly 
surprising because procedures for 
allocation of surplus of members are 
well established and well accepted 
by all concerned. These procedures 
really provide for a means of pay¬ 
ment and reinvestment which results 
in the co-operative having the use 
of funds which are the property of 
the individual members. 

Should co-operatives tend to follow 
the capitalist methods of financing 
rather than those appropriate and 
distinctive ways open to them, they 
will call into question their basic- 
right to a place in the Canadian 
economy. Worse still, they will jeo¬ 
pardize relationship with the future 
member, for eventually people will* 
realize that they are being expected 
to permit their co-operatives to ac¬ 
quire permanent funds at their ex¬ 
pense, thus frustrating to some ex¬ 
tent the principle of operation of 
cost. 
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ON FINANCING 


(The following is an article by 
Ernest Page which appeared in 
the Co-Operative Consumer and 
explains financing within The Co- 
Operative Act as it applies to Co¬ 
operatives and their member¬ 
ships.) 

Co-operatives arise from the mem¬ 
bers. They reflect and express the 
determination the members have to 
provide themselves with a needed 
service at its proper cost. The provi¬ 
sion of the necessary risk capital is 
contributory to the desired result. 

Most co-operative leaders under¬ 
stand the theory of co-operatives. 
They are quite prepared to set forth 
the ways in which a cooperative dif¬ 
fers from a profit business. But 
when it comes to practical opera¬ 
tions it appears that some co-opera¬ 
tives apply co-operative theory in a 
somewhat restricted manner. Per¬ 
haps they feel more at home if they 
do not stray too far from the well- 
marked trails of orthodox business 
practice. 

Co-operatives need to be financial¬ 
ly strong. But if they are to remain 
strong co-operatives in all respects, 
financial strength must be attained 
through methods which are consis¬ 
tent with the principles of co-opera¬ 
tive democracy. Otherwise the co¬ 
operative may end up with a pattern 
of financing which has the strength 
of neither the co-operative method 
nor of the profit method. 

People buy shares in a profit busi¬ 
ness to make money; they hope for 
a high rate of dividend and for in¬ 
creasing share value. (For those 
important shareholders with high in¬ 
comes, capital gain may be more
